Special dispatches, Washington Jan 12 


The most vigorous and sensational 


testimony before the war investigation 
commission was made today by Com- 
missary-General Eagan. He appeared ] 
unexpectedly to meet the allegations 
in the issues of the war. He vigor- 
ously arraigned General Miles. He 
denied his statements and said who- 
ever called the beef furnished "Em- 
balmed beef" was a liar. He referred 
to General Miles as "This same com- 
manding general, Nelson A. Miles." 
He said Miles vras a liar, that he lied 
in his throat, lied in his heart, lied in 
every part of his body, perpetrated a 
gross scandal and should be drummed 
out of the service and imprisoned. He 
should be avoided by every honest man, 
and barred "by every club. He char- 
acterized the general's interviews as 
filth. 


Gen. Eagan said Gen. Miles' appoint- 


ment of Major John Black, a civilian as 
chief of staff, was largely responsible 
for the trouble. He said Maj. Black 
took $500 when he left for Cuba, but 
did not know enough to take a check 
book or leave his signature at Wash- 
ington. He referred to the mysterious 
manner in which papers disappeared 
from the files. General Eagan de- 
clared the beef was not furnished under 
the pretense of experiment, nor even 
as . an experiment. 
"When 
General 


Miles charged it was made so he lies, 
wilfully, 
deliberately, 
intentionally, 


maliciously. I wish to force the lie 
back into his throat covered with the 
contents of a camp latrine."

A SERIOUS FIRE. 


BEAUREPAIBE'S GRIEF!LOCAL NEWS, 


Brldgewater Destroyed and Women 


and Children in Terror. 


Halifax, N. S., Jan. 12— A Serious fire 


is raging in the town of Bridgewater. 
Thirty business places were destroyed, 
including the post office, music hall. 
savings bank, hotel, telegraph 
office 


and a large number of residences. Wire 
connection is gone. The loss is half a 
million. In zero temperature the fire- 
men fought the flames with the one 
steam engine of the town until baffled 
by the storm. Then they organized to 
save such money and property as could 
be rescued from the doomed estab- 
lishments. As1 the fire advanced thc- 
heat got so intense that even thost 
engaged in this work were driven 
back. Terror spread to the homes and 
women and children rushed into the 
streets. 


The Oldest Boctonlan Bead. 


Boston, Jan. 12— J. D. Jones, the 


oldest living Bostonian, died today, 
aged 101. He was also the oldest living 
graduate of the Boston public schools. 
He cast his first vote in 1820. He was 
a pronounced abolitionist and partici- 
pated in the rescue of "William Lloyd 
Garrison from the violence of a mob 
during the agitation of the anti- 
slavery question.

Skepticism Regarding His Motives and Value 


•f His Revelations. 


Paris, Jan, 12.—M. De Blowitz, the 


(itv/spaper correspondent, predicts that 
neither the government new the chamber 
of deputies will take the Dreyfus cose 
from the criminal branch of the court of 
cassation, and that the result of the in- 
terpelations in the chamber will be a 
vote of confidence in the government. 


Quesnay de Beaurepaire, whose resig- 


nation of the presidency of the civil sec- 
tion of the court of cassation is regardefl 
by 
impartial 
observers as the moat 


dangerous development of the Dreyfus 
affair thus far, yesterday furnished the 
newspapers with the most inflammatory 
pronouncement he has yet made. 
It 


is in the nature of a proclamation, and is 
entitled "An appeal to the deputies," 
whom he calls upon vehemently to re- 
move the Dreyfus case from the hands 
of the criminal chamber of the court. 
The proclamation concludes as follows; 


"Ordar a real and solemn inquiry, 


which shall penetrate right into the 
viscera of this tortous examination. If 
there are guilty men in the bosom of the 
criminal chamber, authorize the execu- 
tive power to remove them, so that our 
magistracy may regain its'ancient pres- 
tige. 


"Remove the case from the criminal 


chamber tomorrow. Ord'er an immedi- 
ate judicial inquiry. You can assuredly 
take other measures, as you have to ac- 
cept advice from no one and your de- 
cisions will be welcomed with the confi- 
dence due those who safeguard 
the 


French cause. 


"I hope to play the modest rol« of those 


sentries who, in olden days, signalled 
from the battlements the approach of 
the enemy and, after sounding an alarm, 
left It for the chiefs of the city to arm 
themselves in behalf of the common 
weal. City fathers, forgive the abrupt- 
ness of my appeal. It is due to the 
emotion which agitates me. If you do 
not cut the gordian knot at once I trem- 
ble for my country. 


"My grief is great to see the magis- 


tracy to which I have so long belonged 
compromised; but I console myself with 
the thought that it will emerge purified 
from the crisis. My grief is great at 
seeing five or six magistrates so forget- 
ful of our traditions as to declare them- 
selves the adversaries of the army. Of 
course, the Dreyfusitea maintain that 
they are not attacking the army, while 
they attack Its chiefs. These madmen 
think when they tell the soldiers every 
day that their chiefs are unworthy to 
command them that the spirit of dis- 
cipline and confidence which constitutes 
the greatest aource.of military strength 
ifl) not being undermined. 


"You 
will reply that what they call the 


'enemy' is the Sword of France—the poor 
officers whoae uniforms is the garb of 
sacrifice, who work devotedly for the 
loftiest aim which exists, preparing to 
die, who tomorrow, if the cannon roar, 
will shed their blood for those who 
slander. I salute them with admiration. 


"I say to the soldiers that the national 


army is worthy of respect from the 
highest to the lowest rank; and, if I have 
been able to aid in avenging the Insult to 
which it has been subjected, I shall not 
regret having paid so dearly for my in- 
dependence. 


"Deputies, listen to,the voles of a good 


citizen." 


This appeal Is a palpable bid for the 


support of the army. But M. De Beaure- 
paire, who shot up like a sky-rocket as 
the most tremendous sensation of the 
whole Dreyfus controversy, now seems 
falling like a stick from hia pre- 
eminence as a leader of the anti-Drey- 
fusards and -the possible hero of a coup. 
Th^ best observers of public opinion de- 
clare that the impression created by his 
first remarkable denunciation of the 
court of1" cassation has been succeeded 
by skepticism regarding his motives and 
the value of his revelations. 


Many if not most Frenchmen estimate 


him as a politician who had found the 
bench too prosaic for a man long accus- 
tomed to the excitement of party strife, 
and who thought he had found an op- 
portunity to make himself the leader of 
a popular movement The charges he 
brings against the court of cassation add 
nothing of consequence to yesterday's 
indictment except accusations that M. 
Loew had conferences outside the court- 
room with Colonel Picquart's advocate 
and friend, Maitre Lebloig, and that 
Counsellor Dumas conferred outside the 
couAroom with friends and relatives of 
Dreyfus. 


M. Mazeau, first president of the court, 


expresses the opinion that it would be 
unfair to the criminal chamber to with- 
draw the case, and recommends that the 
criminal chamber should act as judge 
d'instruction, drawing a report upon the 
case to be submitted to the full tribunal, 
over which M. Mazzeau would preside. 


The criminal chamber is continuing 


the investigation. M. Paleologue, a wit- 
ness from the foreign office who has beer 
foraeveral days under examination, say? 
the judges appeared greatly excited or 
the day of M. De Beaurepaire's resigna- 
tion.

How the Island !• Governed.

QUEBEC, Nov. 22.— Now-that 
the 


British government is about to step in 
ind take a bund in the administration 
of the island of Antioosti public interest 
is once more centering on the already 
well known "Chocolate King's island." 
The Canadian government seems to 
bave impressed upon the home authori- 
ties the necessity of taking a more active 
part in the control of this little mon- 
archy, and It is probable that King 
Meuier will soon be shorn of some of 
bis more monarchical powers. 


Anticosti, which lies in the gulf of 


St. Lawrence at the mouth of the river 
that bears the same name, is by no 
means an insignificant island. It has a 
seaboard of some 340 miles and com- 
prises 2,500,000 acres of more or less 
wooded land. It is said to be rich in 
mineral deposits, but its chief wealth 
ut the present day consists in its fish 
and game. 


In early times Anticosti was nepd for 


a penal colony, but was finally sold, in 
1S89, 
to the Island of Antioosti com- 


pany, limited, London. This company 
of English capitalists paid $250,000 for 
their territory. 
A few years later the 


island was again soli], passing this tiruo 
into the hands of M. Henri Menior of 
Paris, the well known French chocolate 
maker. The price paid by M. Menier 
was §125,000, at the rate of o cents per 
acre. This transaction brought about a 
most extraordinary state of affairs. It 
resulted in the existence of what is 
practically a diminutive French king- 
dom in the heart of British America. 


No sooner had M. .Menier assumed 


possession of the island than he showed

the manner in which be intended to rale 
hia little monarchy. It was soon appar- 
ent that he claimed sovereign rights 
over the island and its neighboring wa- 
ters from the fact that he forbade Cana- 
dian fishermen to venture within the 


I three mile limit. As this limit is en- 


! tirely a governmental and international 


provision, M. Menier's contention could 
lead to but one conclusion, and that is 
that he regarded his island as a little 
kingdom of his own. To back up this 
claim the "Chocolate King" pressed into 
royal service two steam tugs, each of 
some 500 tons and each armed with 
two Email guns. It has been the object 
of the crews of these two boats to chase 
intruding Canadian fishermen over the 
three mile limit and to prohibit them 
from drying their catches along the 
shores of the island, bnt as these north- 
land Canadian fishermen bad done all 
these things for years and are about aa 
lawless and independent a folk as can 
be found the royal navy of the king of 
Anticosti has had a very bnsy time of 
it. Repeated collisions have now result- 
ed in the interference of the Canadian 
government, which, naturally enough, 
claims that the island of Antioosti ia 
private property, a dependency of the 
province of Quebec, and subject to all 
the laws of Canada and of the province. 


Bnt 11. Henri Menier might well 


be called the man who would be king. 
He has appointed a governor for the is- 
land, drawn np a legal code and a con- 
stitution of his own and established a 
scale of taxation. Although the island 
has only about 800 inhabitants, the new 
king has constructed a small railway ut 
English Bay, and roads have been made 
connecting certain of the little settle- 
ments. But most of the territory of Anti- 
costi is to be reserved as a royal hunt- 
ing ground, the king having imported 
therein deer, caribou and moose. These 
animals the inhabitants are strictly for- 
bidden to shoot. 


Many of the laws established by this 


self made sovereign are interesting. In 
the first place, indiscriminate immigra- 
tion ia prohibited, bad characters not be- 
ing allowed to land. No one can settle 
or carry on a trade in the island with- 
out the special permission of the gov- 
ernor. Guttle, provisions, seeds, liquors 
or animals of • any sort cannot be im- 
ported or exported except through the 
governor'aad by means of one of the is- 
land king's vessels. Theusaof alcoholic 
spirits is forbidden. No one on the is- 
land can entertain a visitor without 
first securing the permission of the gov- 
ernor. The possession of firearms is for- 
bidden. It is also forbidden to fish in 
the rivers, lakes and ponds of the is- 
land, nor can one own a sailing vessel 
of any sort without a special permit. 
All mineral discoveries must be report- 
ed at once to the administration of the 
island, and the lighting of a fire in tho 
open ia stricuy forbidden.

NEW YOKK, Doo. 6.—When the fash- 


ion writer goes into a retail store or an 
importing bouse, asking to see • the 
"newest," she is generally led to the 
places where all the rich and expensive 
•tuffs or garments are stored and snub 
as Solomon in all bis glory never 
dreamed of. Dazzled by the sight of so 
much magnificence, she forgets that 
folks do sometimes require plainer ma- 
terials and less expensive stuffs for ev- 
eryday clothes. Whun this thought was 
borne in upon me, I decided to devote 
the whole of this letter to telling of the 
stuffs that we need for every day. 


As it is now winter, v/e naturally 


want warm garments. Beginning with 
the wrapper tbat one slips on in early 
morniua we find nothing so good or 
warm or useful as eider down. This is 
too well known as a standard fabric to 
require more mention, unless one may 
say that this season it is rather prefer- 
red in solid color. There are some print- 
ed. Dark blue, dark red and garnet and 
all the grays are shown in several thick- 
nesses. Pink, pale blue and white are 
all pretty colors for wrappers. They 
are loose in front and half fitting in the 
back and trimmed as fancy dictates. 


For at neat house or marketing dress 


there is a mixture of cotton, wool and 
worsted. This has a close, dark ground 
with woolly surface. 'It is very good 
stuff and is 38 inches wide and retails 
at about 33 cents per yard. Another 
useful and really handsome reasonably 
priced winter stuff is a plaid 46 inches 
•wide. The checks are small and of neat 
and unobtrusive colors. Over this check 
is a large plaid wrought by black hairy 
stripes. In this line we find combina- 
tions like these: Russian green, black 
and tan; navy, black and cardinal; 
brown black and blue. The colors are 
extremely well chosen and the checks 
very flue, so that the camel's hair over 
them almost veils them, and the whole 
melts into an artistic coloring.

THE COUNCIL'S DCTJT. 


It looks as if the council will yet be 


forced to become the custodian, of the 
city charter. The council, as a. body, 
has no politics to play and it should 
assert its own dignity and compel a 
respect for our instrument of govern- 
ment. If departments of the city gov- 
ernment are bound for their own rea- 
sons to ignore the express provisions 
of the charter and illegally perform 
the duties entrusted to them by the 
council it devolvs upon the council to 
put an end to that kind of business. 
The auditor is an officer chosen by the 
council and if he were instructed, in 
specific cases, not to audit bills unques- 
tionably illegally 
incurred adminis- 


trative officers -would prefer to work 
•withia the limits of the charter. It 
•would be pleasanter to do that than to 
settle. If there is a difference between 
exceeding appropriations and illegally 
expending appropriations 
it is not 


hard to say -which is the most injurious 
to good government. Gol. John Brace- 
•tt-ell and others have often said that 
the council guards the public treasury. 
These men will see that it is as neces- 
sary to guard against improper ex- 
penditure as it Is to guard against ex- 
travagant expenditure. 


A 0ANGEKOUS ADMISSION. 


Senator Foraker's remarks brought 


Senator Hoar out for a further ex- 
planation of his position. Interrupting 
the Ohio senator he said: "If 
-we 


thought it necessary for our national 
defense to annex an outlying territory 
and if the people of that territory ob- 
jected to our acquisition of it, I should 
consider the subjugation of it as a 
great national crime to be repudiated 
and condemned, and I should say the 
United States would better go down 
beneath the waters of the Pacific in 
honor rather than disgrace itself by 
euch action." Mr. Hoar said he did not 
mean to say that a great continent up- 
on which roamed a few thousand sav- 
ages, having no government and being 
incapable of government, should 
be 


passed by, or that civilization should 
etop as its threshold.

was my good fortune to oome across 
eome of tbe prettiest; wrapporeTlhat I 
have ever seen. These are made com- 
fortably and so that they fittiicely and 
look well, while being intended for 
early morning wear or for elipping on 
in that deJioious half Lour before bed. 
Tben is when u lady really enjoys a 
nice, cozy wrapper in an easy chair be- 
fore the fire, where she can sit and think 
over the events of the day, 


For these .wrappers there are two 


kinds of material used. One, the cheap- 
er, is flannelette, which ia somewhat like 
outing flannel, only heavier, and in 
richer, darker colors and more elaborate 
figures, The other ie eider down flannel. 
The first is cotton and the second all 
wool, thick and downy, yet light and 
flexible. Flannelette ia pretty, and can 
be made with the fleece outside or in- 
side, and it will wash. It is light and 
•warm, but nowhere near as cozy and 
warm as tho eider down flannel, 
The 


flannelette is produced in stripes, broken 
plaids, bnt most of ten'in floral or palm 
leaf designs in rich colors on rather 
dull, dark grounds. One design had a 
ground of dark olive green, with au- 
tumn leaves scattered over it, some of 
them being almost gorgeous in color, 
while others were faded and crumpled. 
The whole effect was altogether pleas- 
ant. These wrappers are made with snug 
princess back ancl also with wattcuu 
plaits, but the watteau is scarcely as 
fashionable this season as the prniccee. 
The fronts are orit fuller than before, 
around the bottom and waist where the 
fullness is held in with a handsome 
cord and tassels matching the colors.

collars more or less ornamented. Pretty 
ribbon bows, are sewed to the nock in 
front. These may be long with any 
kind of trimming upon them. The rib- 
bon may be xvide or narrow. All wrap- 
pers close invisibly, and all have fitted 
linings, flannelette and eider down. 


• Eider down this season is produced in 
many new designs. There are pink, pale 
blue, gray, white, dark red and olive, 
all in solid color, and there are dozens 
of patterns where several colors are 
united. Arrowheads of the color of 
obsidian over a dull red ground is * 
very, curious bnt effective design. Gre i 
clover leaves, shaded like nature, are 
scattered ever a russet ground. Others 
are clouded blue and drab, or green, or 
red and drab or gray. 
All those make 


handsome wrappers. Generally velvet 
collars and ribbon are used to trifn the 
eiderdowns aod the thick, silk, ropelike 
cord. The flannelettes have bishop or 
plain coat sleeves fulled a little at the 
shonlder. The eider down wrapper near- 
ly always has bishop sleeves, with vel- 
vet cuffs or bands. They are made, like 
tbe others, much wider around tbe bot- 
tom than before.' A very few flannel- 
ettes have ruffles, and a few others have 
Spanish flounces Altogether a wrapper 
holds out many charms to femininity. 
It takes five yards of double width, 
eider down and seven yards of single 
width flannelette to make a wrapper 
•without the watteau. 


Honse jackets for morning wear or 


evening—or, in fact, any hour of the 
day—are very useful garments. These, 
too, are mada of eider down and flannel- 
ette, as well as of cashmere and flannel, 
plain, or figured. These jackets are for 
the most part cut plain and straight in 
front and fit in the sides and back by 
means of three seams. 
They may be 


trimiped according to taste and the 
quality of the material. A general idea 
may be had by reference to tbe illus- 
tration. 


The eider down is one of tbe most use- 


ful of all of the winter fabrics. It is 
adapted to the needs of the grandmoth- 
er and for sacks and cloaks for the 
baby, as well as the young women of 
the family. Very dainty evening wraps 
are often made of the light colored 
eider down, lined with pretty silk or 
satin and trimmed with a collar of 
white ostrich tips. Hoods are pretty for 
schoolgirls and babies. And I may add 
one word more as to its valne. 1 take 
1%, yards, double it crosswise and cm 
armholes out at the ends whore the raw 
edges are. 
Then I tow the shoulder 


parts, cut the neck to fit and finally 
bind all the edges with satin ribbon. 
This makes a sleeveless vest reaching 
well down aver the hips. Buttons and 
buttonholes down the front finish it and 
ffinko a most comfortable, warm gar- 
ment for a delicate 7nan or even a 
strong one. 
It is to be worn next tbe 


underflannel. No overcoat is so warm. 
Probably the one for whom I made 
them owes his lite to tbe warmth they 
afford. 
They are also light and porous 


and worth a thousand chest protectors. 


I did intend to mention a few of tbe 


now coats and furs, but there is too 
much to say in tbe small space left. 
Bnt a curious thing is the flouuce of 
far at tbe bottom of a velvet mantle, 
tbe flounce be\ng a serpentine one and 
reaching to the throat.

CAREER OF THE GOOD BULL VIUU 


Buel E. Cole's Famous Animal Kilhc 


For B,cf. 


The full-blooded and widely noted 


bull which has been owned for several 
years by Buel E. Cole of Zylonite was 
slaughtered one day last week, and 
now tho populace of Adams and North- 
ern Berkshire in general 
will once 


more breathe easy. The bull was not 
an ugly fellow, but he had the repu- 
tation for not being particularly friend- 
ly to strangers, and for this reason 
people who had occasion to cross the 
premises of the Cole farm often pre- 
ferred not to cross at all but to go 
around. 


The fact is, this famous bull on one 


occasion tossed one of the keepers a 
distance of some 40 feet and to the 
height of 15 feet, and did It as easily 
as though brushing off a fly. The man 
had him out in the yard to show to 
some strangers who had come down 
from North Adams,- and while the bull 
was drinking, the staff fell down on 
the ground. 
The keeper thought to 


hold down his head by the horns, but 
Mr. Bull didn't see U that way and so 
raised his head rather suddenly, with 
the result that the keeper was shot 
through the air as if from a catapult 
The keeper's shoulder was broken by 
his fall. 


Later on, too, one of the keepers— 


whether the same one the writer don't 
know—had his arm dislocated by the 
bull, but this seemed to be more the 
result of accident than ugliness on the 
part of the animal. 


The bull was a Guernsey, the son of 


"Keformatlon," the famous animal 
owned by Judge. Pierson of Holyoke, 
the latter taking the sweepstakes of 
the I7nlted States. The Guernsey herd' 
which was dwned by Judge Pierson 
was bought last fall by Col. Cutting 
and is one of the best in this part of 
the country.

Attitude Toward tbe Philippines, 


President Desires Their Ulti- 


mate Independence. 


Senator Foraker Speaks on Expansion From 


Administration's Point ol View. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—"Neither the 


president nor anyone in this chamber 
desires anything but the ultimate inde- 
pendence of the Philippines. 
Compli- 


cations, which senators will hear in ex- 
ecutive session, justified the president's 
course. 
We decided to take possession 


until the people are ready and capable 
of self-government. 
Our eceupation 


was not to be permanent. 
The people of 


the Philippines are to be ffiven an op- 
portunity to govern themselves." 
. The above were the principal sentences 
in a speech de4vered by Senator Foraker 
yesterday, 
when 
a 
climax 
waa 


reached 
in 
the 
debate 
on 
the 


question of expansion which IB In prog- 
ress in the senate. Heretofore all the 
speeches, with the notable exception of 
that of Mr. Platt of Connecticut, have 
been in opposition to what is presumed 
to be the policy of the administration 
with respect to t11^ annuisition Oi the 
Philippines. Yesterday Mr. Foraker of 
Ohio adar&ssed the senate in opposition 
to the declaration of the Vest resolution, 
that the United States had no constitu- 
tional power to acquire foreign territory 
to be main-tamed as colonies. While 
much of bis speech v\ as devoted to a con- 
stitutional argument in support of the 
right of this country as a nation to ac- 
quire and govern outlying territory, he 
gave particular attention to the utter- 
ances that have been made in contra- 
vention of that position, especially those 
of Mr. Vest and Mr. Hoar. Mr. Foiaker 
has a clear, direct and forceful style of 
oratory which commands attention. He 
is at his best in a running fire of debate, 
and the frequency of Interruptions af- 
forded him ample opportunity to elucidate 
his argument to the best advantage. He 
laid down the broad proposition that to 
adopt the Vest resolution was to declare 
that bur fathers had brought forth a 
nation that was inferior to all other na- 
tions, regardldes of the generally ac- 
cepted idea that one nation was the 
equal of another and all equally re- 
stricted. He maintained that the right 
to acquire territory was an inherent right 
cf nationality, and that as we had the 
right to make war and to enter into 
treaty agreements it followed logically 
that we had the power to acquire terrl/ 
tory by conquest and to assume Jthe rds, 
sponsibilities that might accrue there-\ 
from. Mr. Foraker's strong assertion 
that the acquisition of the Philippines 
was temporary In character created a 
sensation in the chamber. He main- 
tained, however, that we had a legal 
right to hold the islands permanently. 


Prior to the speech by Mr. Foraker, * 


Bharp debate was precipitated by Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska by so,me remarks he 
made upon a resolution he had Intro- 
duced. Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts and 
Mr. Gray of Delaware were drawn into it.

ment and their disapproval of a possible 
relinquishment of the Philippines by the 
United States. 


The Times says: Senator Foraker ap- 


pears to leave the subject In an un- 
pleasantly ambiguous state. It Is In the 
Philippines that the new system of gov- 
ernment will be brought to a test; and 
no resolutions passed in the senate can 
solve the problem. The claims of the 
insurgents to national recognition can 
hardly hol'd water; but there is no power 
In the world that would be so much em- 
barrassed by the raising of a question 
of this sort as the United States. To an- 
nounce that the occupation of the Philip- 
pines is only temporary would be scarce- 
ly prudent. Although some precedents 
are furnished in our policy during the 
last 20 years, the results are satlsfacr 
tory. All the governments of the con- 
tinent have acquiesced, willingly or un- 
willingly, in the fact that the Islands, 
with all their advantages and responsi- 
bilities, are American acquisitions; and 
they arc bound to hold aloof except ir 
the inconceivable faihire of the Ameri- 
can government.

Its spurs were almost stiff enough 
to force their way unshod through i\ leath- 
er boot log, li:t alone through the neck of 
any cook tuat dared to stand up against 
him. 


Tiio rector nevor would have owned him 


nt fill if it had not been for Jake Breeze. 
Juke was the promoter of most of the 
cocking mains between Coalton and Gab- 
town. Cockfights between the two rival 
towns were always popular, but the fight 
in which the rector won the red pylo roso 
to the dignity of a historic event. The 
battle took place at sunset on the last Sat- 
urday night of March, which was also pay 
day.

Tho men started up uneasily, the shouta 


sinking into gutturul silence. 


Instead of catching up the birds and 


returning until Mr. Warne was siifcly out 
of the way, little Mike Flynn, -who had 
charge of the remaining Gabtovvn cocks, 
turned them all into the ring at once and 
then disappeared before the crowd from 
Coalton could punish him for his treach- 
ery. Tha red pyle, beset by four birds at 
once, was doing his best to hold, his own 
in spite of the terrible odds. 
Avoiding 


their'attack as wel] as possible, ho finished 
the bird with which he had been fighting 
and then attacked the strongest of the 
three remaining adversaries. The Coalton 
crowd, frantic at the sight of their cham- 
pion so unfairly matched, would have 
trampled under foot the cocks of the Gab- 
town party, but the referee rose instantly 
to the occasion and ordered that the re- 
maining three birds of the Coalton crowd 


j should be added to the ring.

In the meantime the rector had pushed 


on rapidly until he came to the top of the 
embankment. He paused but an instant 
to gain br«?ath and to survey the motley 
crowd below. Then he cried out in ring- 
ing tones: "For shame, men! Have you 
no manhood to set God's living, feeling 
creatures to torture oneanother like that?"

The rector went on to urge those nearest 
hitn to leave such brutal sport and come 
with him to separate the fighting roosters. 
Some laughed uneasily; others moved 
away, while one or two wavered.

Kitchener and the Preacher. 


A curious story is told as to the way 


in which Lord Herbert Kitchener dealt 
with a case of clerical intolerance dur- 
ing the Sudan campaign.

had agreed, with one exception, to re-

•a unsettled condition. United States, 
troops are now being sent to the various 
fortjfted cities both along the coast anJ 
in the interior of the island. It is nsti- 
mated that fully 50,000 troops will be 
necessary to keep order in the island. 
The soldiers are not sent there to over- 
awe the people. Uncle Sam is not going 
to take their freedom from them. He 
simply intends to remain in the island 
and help the natives form their own 
government, and as soon as they have 
demonstrated the fact that they can 
govern themselves the soldiers will be 
withdrawn and the men who have been 
appointed tfl manage the affairs of the 
island while it is in possession of the 
United States will return home. It is a 
question whsther the people want to 
govern themselves or become a part of 
the United States. Some say the former, 
others the latter. If a vote were taken, 
it is believed by some of the officials 
who were senjt to Cuba by the United 
States'that a. majority would be in fa- 
vor of annexation. This will be left for 
the natives to decide for themselves 
later. 


Cuba Js divided into six provinces. 


Each is ruled over by a governpr, who 
is responsible to the governor general of 
the island, who reigns supreme under 
direct authority from the president. 
Major General John R. Brooke has been 
appointed governor general and is the 
first American to hold that position. 
All the men who have been appointed 
to govern in Cuba have exceptionally 
good war records and are well fitted for 
the offices they are to fill. General 
Leonard Wood was made governor of 
Santiago province shortly after it was 
surrendered to the United States troops. 
He has already worked wonders, and 
the province has begun to flourish.

The 
sights are very different from those in 
the streets of the larger cities of the 
United States. There are no trolley or 
cable cars to maim and kill or frighten 
a person nearly to death.

Below these upper grades cora'es a va- 
ried assortment of cheaper varieties, in- 
cluding the cheroots, big at one end 
and small at the other, and the J3 per 
1,000 cigars, which are made of the first 
thing that comes handy, to be sold to 
the crews of deep water merchantmen. 


A native of the Philippines wants his 


cigarette and gets it. Packages of 30 
are sold at almost every corner for a 
couple of coppers. Most people think a 
Manila cigarette is far superior to the 
variety found in Cuba. Smoking is of 
course encouraged by prices such as 
these, and one finds it perfectly good 
form to borrow a cigarette as well as a 
light from his neighbor in the tram car 
or on the plaza. Even on the toll bridge 
which spans the.Pasig you pay your 
copper for crossing and get in change 
a box of matches, and if you'are' queer 
enough not to want the matches the 
man will give you instead a ticket that 
avails for the return trip.

Local Writer Thinks It is Grcw:ng, and 


Gives Causes. 


The amount of drunkenness in the 


city is 01 the increase, if we take the 
court reco-d as a criterion, for the 
number of arrests for this offense is in- 
creasing 
each month says the local 


correspondent of the Springfield Sun- 
day Union. 
In 
many instances the 


defendants have been before the court 
many times, been placed on probation, 
fined and sentenced to jail. They stand 
out as convicted drunkards, and yet 
have no difficulty in procuring liquor , 
in saloons which sell under a license, 
which positively prohibits the sale of j 
intoxicating liquors to such convicted 
drunkards. 


Tne probation law, if rightly en- 


forced, is an excellent brake on the in- 
clinations of most men, and while it is 
enforced here in a manner which leaves j 
but little room for adverse comment, ' 
there are some points which could be 
improved upon. One of these, and we 
might say the principal one, is allow- 
ing a man to enter a saloon while his 
probation is on. They are absolutely 
forbidden to enter a saloon while un- 
der probation, and in many instances 
the obligation accepted by the probated 
party is carried out to the letter. In 
other cases it is different, and within a 
short time after being released we find 
probated men considerably under the 
influence of liquor, although not in- 
toxicated. 


But the assistance of the 
entire 


police force is needed by the probation 
officer if this rule is to be enforced. He 
cannot be everywhere at the same time, 
that is certain, but the names of pro- 
bated men could be furnished by him 
to the members of the police force, and 
they be requested to report any vio- 
'ation on the part of the men named in 
the list. One of the most unpleasant 
parts of an officers duty Is to drag a 
drunken man through the streets, and 
he would be relieved of a great part of 
this inconvenience If men who are In 
»he habit of becoming intoxicated were 
kept out of the saloons.

printed a story saying 
that 
Officer 


Rosasco had held up the grand jury 
for a considerable time by refusing to 
interpret unless he was paid the same 
amount in fees that is paid when any 
other interpreter 
is 
secured. 
The 


JournaJ says: 
"When 
he 
appeared 


this morning to interpret in a North 
Adams case, he is said to have de- 
manded that he be given more pay for 
his services as interpreter. 
District 


Attorney Gardner asked him if he in- 
tended to delay the proceedings and he 
is reported as having replied that he 
should not proceed until he was as- 
sured that he would be compensated 
to the extent he considered sufficient. 
He was led out, and John Coster was 
promptly sent for to takp his place. 


It is understood that Mr. Coster, who- 


frequently acts as interpreter for the 
superior court, receives for his ser- 
vices $10 a day, while the witness fee 
which Officer Rosasco has been get- 
ting for the same work was $1.25 a 
day. This seemed so manifestly un- 
fair that the officer's 
action is re- 


garded as entirely justifiable. 


Officer Rosasco has always acted as 


interpreter in the local court without 
compensation, .and has been called at 
all hours of the day and night without 
complaint. 
When, however, he goes 


out of the city to do work for which 
another interpreter would be paid well, 
there seems to be no reason why he 
should do the work for notmng.

feigning. 
The prison officials believe 


that he is feigning, but have no way of 
proving it.

Several Interesting Features of New 


Fire Insurance Methods. 


There has been considerable ques- 


tion among property owners as to the 
exact meaning of the change made by 
the New England insurance exchange, 
as reported in this paper last week and 
ywhich substitutes a percentage guar- 
anty clause for the co-insurance clause 
There are a 
number of i nterest- 


ing features to the change, as de- 
scribed by an insurance man. For in- 
stance the following-named may now 
be insured for three years for tbe 
price of two years of insurance, ana 
for five years for the price of three 
years of insurance: Buildings occupied 
exclusively for hotel purposes (except 
summer hotels) or for mercantile pur- 
poses and in part for hotels, offices, 
societies, schools 
or 
manufacturing 


purposes, and for farm and summer 
dwellings; also household 
furniture, 


office furniture and hotel furniture in 
use as such and contained in buildings 
as before mentioned. 


The change which the percentage 


guaranty clause offers over the c-u-in- 
surance clause is very marked. Under 
co-insurance, a man who insured, 
guaranteed under his policy to main- 
tain insurance to the extent of 80 per 
cent, 90 per cent or 100 per cent of the 
value of the property, and failing so to 
do. in case of a partiai loss to his 
property he had to contribute toward 
the payment of his loss in the same 
proportion as the amount of insurance 
he carried related to the amount of in- 
surance he ought to have carried. If 
he did not care for this clause he 
could have a policy without it, but it 
cost a great deal more. 


Under the percentage guaranty | 


clause the assured may carry as much ! 
or as little insurance as he uleases, and , 
the rate charged is the rate laid down 
in the tariff of rates; but if he gusft-- 
antees to carry insurance to a certain 
percentage of the value of his goods, 
he gets a substantial reduction in his 
rate. If he guarantees to carry in- 
surance to 60 per cent of the value 
there is a reduction of 10 per cent from 
the first rate; if 70 per cent, 
20 per , 


cent is .aken off; if 80 per cent or 90 ' 
per cent, then 30 per cent is taken off 
the flat rate. 


The percentage guaranty clause is 


not used on risks which are more than 
5000, feet from a public hydrant, as it 
is not in the interest of insurance com- 
panies to take insurances to the full 
value on such risks. The committees 
of the exchange, however, use this 
clause on risks away from hydrants 
when they think the protection against 
fire provided warrants it.
